His figures are very 
interesting with reference to railway 
wages, There is only one class of rail- 


way employes that I know of that have 
received an advance of 230 per 
f wages and they are the officials. The 
average clerk who in 1914 was making 
$66 per month is now making $140 per 
month. 

The reason the greedy capitalists have 
reduced their earnings 400 per cent is 
because they have increased their sala- 
ries about that amount. Take all the 
general offices here in St. Louis of dif- 
ferent roads. They have increased their 
official forces by adding assistant offi- 
clais with large salaries. These assist- 
ants sit around all day doing nothing, 
. and if they do anything it is half done 
and has to be corrected. Most all offices 
have one high salaried boss for every 
six or seven clerks. I voice the sentiment 
of all railway employes when 1 say/rp- 
duce the official forces by half an et 
more efficiency.
